ONE KILLED, FORTY INJURED 


e r i t Train Rolls Down Embankment 
^ • « r Paterson, Ni J. 


Pat^rson, N. J., Feb. 21.—One young, 
woman was killed and about 40 per-' 
«ons were injured» 15 of tJiem badly, 
by the derailing of a commuters train 
•on the Erie railroad near 
Fairlawn» 
-four miles north of this city. 
The 
train was an express from Middletown, 
N. y., and was running on the "Ber- 
gen cutoff," a new piece of fast traclc. 
All five of the cars composing the train 
were thrown off the track, either by 
the dropping of a brake shoe on the 
head car or the falling of the rear 
crosi beam of the locomotive tender. 


Th© head car ran for nearly a mile 
on the ties and rock ballast before it 
toppled over, and, followed by all the 
other cars> rolled down a 12-foot em- 
bankment. The dead girl, Miss Grace 
Matthews, of Suffern, N. Y., was lean- 
ing out of the window to see what had 
happened^ She was. thrown out' and 
crushed. Two of the cars landed in a 
big snow drift, lessening the injuries 
to their occupants. 


Prompt 
medical 
attendance 
was 
given by doctors v/ho were rushed to 
the scene on three special trains. 


Sti Petersburg 
students, at v/hich over 3000 partici- 
pated. besides voting with 
practical 
unanimity to suspend 
studies 
until 
September 1, adopted a set of political 
resolutions demanding the formation 
of a constituent assembly and charac- 
terizing the proposed summoning of 
the Zemsky Sobor as inadequate for 
the emergency. The resolutions, after 
speaking of "the progressive demorali- 
zation of Russia under the influence of 
the absolute regime," declare for free- 
dom of speech, the press, conscience, 
the right of association and assembly 
and to strike, which are described as 
necessai-y conditions for the further 
progress of Russia. 


When a rccess was taken the whole 
student body began singing the Rus- 
sian 
"Marseillaise," 
which 
begins: 
"You fell Vîctlmfî of love of your coun- 
try." 


A wild stiene followed. The students 
unfurled a red flag on which was writ- 
ten: "Hall- to the constituent assem- 
bly." With this flag the students began 
parading the auditorium and adjoining 
corridors. 


A portrait of Emperor Nicholas was 
also taken dov/n from the wall and 
carried in the procession. The portrait 
wa^ torn in a slight skirmish, but this 
called forth a protest from the vast 
majority of those present, who were 
careful to avoid even the appearance 
of disrespect to the emperor. 
Many 
proclamations were distributed. 


After the meeting broke up a band 
of the more violent students tore up 
the emperor's portrait, stripped 
and 
demolished the frame and carried off 
bits of canvas and gilding as souvenirs. 


SAD CASE OF STARVATION 


Agtd Sister and Brother Dead and An» 


other Brother In Serious Condition. 
Philadelphia, Feb. 20.—A sad caso 
of starvation and exposure, which re- 
Bulted in two deaths, has been re- 
vealed by the police of this city. Tho 
police of Germantown, a suburb, were 
called upon to investigate a mysterious 
death on East Haines street.

Smith, aged 62 years, 
dead; Benjamin Smith, 70 years old, 
a brother, dying, and Louis Smith, C4 
years old, another brother, in a serious 
condition. The hou^e they lived in was 
a two-story frame affair. There was no 
lire in the place, nor was there any 
food to be found, Benjamin Smith was 
removed to a hospital, where he died, 
and the other brother was taken to 
the pJmshouse. A strange feature of 
•the case is that the brothers had been 
pensioned by their former employer, 
•and a balanw was still standing to 
their credit.

Square, and within a stone's throw of 
the great bell of Moscow, Grand Duke 
Sergius, uncle and brother-in-law of 
Emperor Nicholas and the chief of 
the reactionaries, met a terrible death. 
The deed was committed by a single 
Terrorist, who threw beneath the car-

of 
tlie 
grand 
duke 
a 
bomb 
charged with the same high 
power 
explosive which wrought Minister Von 
Plehve's 
death. 
The 
missile 
was 
packed with nails and fragments of 
Iron, and its explosion tore the Im- 
perial victim's body to ghastly frag- 
ments, which strewed tho snow for 
yards around.

Tsarskoe-Selo, Feb. 21.—Grand Duke 
Vladimir is still seriously ill, not hav­ 
ing recovered from the apoplectic fit 
caused by the news of his brother s 
fate and the warning that his turn 
would be next. The Intelligence of the 
assassination reached him while on his 
way to see tho czar. 
Vladimir was 
taken home In an ordinary cab, as he 
feared to expose himself In the con­ 
spicuous grand ducal coach. 
The terror-stricken grand dukes as­ 
sembled around Vladimir’s sick bed. A 
few words wore exchanged, and It w^s 
decided to take no repressive meas­ 
ures, and to insist on the czar’s recall 
of Grand Duke Paul. 
Martial law has been declared at 
Tsarkoe-Selo, 
owing 
to ■ liumerous 
threatening letters being received at 
the palace. 
The chief of the secret police has 
ordered special precautions to prevent 
any outrage on the imperial family.

GRAND D U K E GERGIUQ iViURDERED 


Blown to Pieces 
By Bomb Thrown 
Under His Carriage. 
Moscow, Feb. IS.—V/ithin tho walls 
of the far-famed Kremlin palace, and 
almost underneath the historical tower 
from which Ivan the Terrible watched 
the heads of his enemies falling be­ 
neath the axe on the famous Red 
Square, and within a stone’s throw of 
the great bell of Moscow, Grand Duke 
Sergius, uncle and brother-in-law of 
Emperor Nicholas and the chief of 
the reactionaries, met a terrible death. 
The deed was committed by a single 
Terrorist, who tlirew beneath the car­ 
riage of the grand duke a bomb 
charged with the same high power 
explosive which wrought Minister Von 
Plelave’s 
death. 
The missile was 
packed with nails and fragments of 
iron, and its explosion tore the im­ 
perial victim’s body to ghastly frag­ 
ments, whicli strewed tho snow for 
yards around. 
Every- window in the 
great lofty facade of the palace of j 
justice was shattered, and bits of iron 
were imbedded deeply in the walls of 
the arsenal, a hundred yards away. 
The scene of tho crime was the 
great open U'langle within the/ Krem­ 
lin, bounded,by the arsenal, treasury 
and courts oA justice, in one angle of 
whlfh is th,£ fiicholD*?. qr lutle palace.

of blood ’»•ere everywhere. 
Only a 
few fragments of cloth indicated that 
the body had ber^n once clothed. The 
conchman lay moaning with pain be­ 
side a deep hole in the pavement. The 
horse6, dragging the front wheels of 
tlie carriage, had dashed off, madden- 
end with pain, to sink' dying before 
they reached tne gate. 
The .cound of the explosion was 
heard throughout the city and even be­ 
yond the river. 
A crowd began to 
assemble and even to hiindlo grim evi­ 
dence of the tragedy while they dis- 
• cussed, tho altair in awestruck voices. 
Police oflicials rapidly gathered, but 
before anything could be done towards 
collecting the scattered fragments of 
the lx)dy. Grand Duchess Elizabeth 
drove up in an open carriage. She had

of the Red Cross and sped to the sccne 
of the crime without waiting to don 
her outer v/raps. 
She broke down 
completely at the Right and dropped 
to her knees, sol)bii.g bitterly. 
After 
a few minutes she was led away. Then 
a stretcher was brought, and, covered 
with a plain soldier's cloak, the re­ 
mains of Sergius wore borne to the 
Choudof? cloister, where oflicials and 
members of the grand duke*s suite had 
assembled. 
The assassin was thrown to the 
ground and stunned by the force of 
the explosion; but he quicltly arose 
and ran toward the gate, attempting 
to escape. 
His haste and the blood 
streaming from his face, v/hcre he had 
been wounded by fragments of the 
bomb, attracted the attention of a ser­ 
geant of police, v/ho seized him before 
he could draw his revolver. The man 
'did not deny his crime, but on the con­ 
trary gloried in its success. 
He ex­ 
pressed his satisfaction that he had 
been able to kill the grand duke with­ 
out Involving the lattor’s Innocent 
wife. He avowed his membership in 
the social revolutionary organization, 
but refused to give hia name, and at 
the jail his papers were found to be 
forged.

The mine shaft, which has just re­ 
cently been completed, has not been 
operated daily on account of installa­ 
tion of new mine machinery, but the 
employes reported every day to learn 
if their services were needed. Being 
wet and cold, the men congregated in 
tho boiler house, a temporary struc- 
turo, equipped 
with an old boiler, 
which had been used in sinking tlie 
shiift and was still in use pending 
the installation of the new boiler. 
Wihtout a momejit's warning, the 
boiler exploded with a torriflc report, 
hurling the men in all dire<»tions and 
blowing the building into fragments.

Oeese are raised all over the country 
nnd can be bought at the poultry mar- 
kets; and all of our people who come 
from across the water give him 
Ihe 
preference over turkey, at the 
same 
time comphilning 
that 
much of 
the 
sweetness of fiavor is lost in the birds 
raised here. 
The flesh is white, like 
the (urkey, and very different from the 
dark meat of the duck, and in size the 
goose la half way between the other 
two birds. 


Of the breeds raised in our country, 
the African goose is perhaps the most 
prottlable, giving best and quickest re- 
turns for the least amount of labor; 
but each 
of the oiher varieties 
has 
points to make it popular. 
The Chi- 
nese goose, if it lay not the golden egg. 
at least lays so diligently of the nor- 
jnal kind as to be a marvel in the 
poultry yard, sixty in a year being the 
count of some of their best 
layers. 
Then there is the Toulouse, which gives 
attention to weight rather than eggs, 
and so successfully that at least one 
pair was exhibited with the record of 
sixty pounds between 
them. 
For 
a 
good, all-round bird, not given to stunts 
in any direction, but easy to raise, lay- 
ing well, and having excellently 
flav- 
ored fie.slj, the Canada goose cannot 
be matched. 
Nor must we overlook 
those geese of no particular breed, the 
descendants of the birds brought over 
by the early settlers to America, which, 
if 
they 
were 
sutficlently 
interested, 
could probably trace their line 
with 
less trouble than some members of the 
more 
aspiring 
man

(toeso are raised all over tho country 
nnd can be bought at tho poultry mar­ 
kets; and all of our people who come 
from across the Avater give him the 
proforence over turkey, at tho same 
time complaining that much of tho 
sweetness of Itavor is lost in the birds 
raised here. 
Tho flesh is white, llko 
the turkey, and very different from the 
dark meat of the duck, and In sixe the 
goose is half way between the other 
two birds. 
Of tho breeds raised in our country, 
tho African goose is perhaps the most 
protttable, giving best and quickest re­ 
turns for the least amount of labor; 
but each of the other varieties has 
points to make It popular. 
The Chi­ 
nese goose, if it lay not the golden egg, 
at least lays so dlllgentlj* of tho nor­ 
mal kind as to be a marvel in the 
poultry yard, sixty in a year being the 
count of some of their best layers. 
Then there is the Toulouse, which gives 
attention to weight rather than eggs, 
and so successfully that at least one 
pair was exhibited with the record of 
sixty pounds between them. 
For a 
good, all-round bird, not given to stunts 
in any direction, but easy to raise, lay­ 
ing well, and having excellently flav­ 
ored flesh, the Canada goose cannot 
be matched. 
Nor must we overlook 
those geoso of no particular breed, the 
descendants of the birds brought over 
by the early settlers to America, which, 
if they wore sutRciently interested, 
could probably trace their line with 
less trouble than some members of the 
more aspiring man world.—Augusta 
Kortrecht, in Good Housekeeping.

By 
this sj’stom a road can be r^eopened for 
traffic as rapidly as it is paved,, while 
a further distinct advantage is ob­ 
tained, as owing to the use of the tar 
at the joints, the surface of the road­ 
way is less slippery than in the case 
of large unbroken stretches of asphalt' 
paving.

SPIDEPv, 
A gilded tyrant, with velvetry black 
markings, js the huge golden 
spider. 
Bitting in her house woven of silken 
meshes. 
Her weaving, too, is marvel- 
ously strong, and the six guy ropes 
that support her swinging habitation 
some live feet long. 
And what may 
jMadanie Spider be watching for? Ah, 
n gay green grass hopper, tlmt. with 
more athletic action 
than 
wlsdonj, 
springs right into the very midst of 
Madame Spider's net. 
And she has 
been on the alert for just such a vic- 
tim, 
The web swings to and fro with 
such violence that one would 
expect 
it to be torn to shreds. 
But no, before 
the stupid grasshopper 
can 
possibly 
kK'k himself loose, and, notwithstand- 
ing his struggles have torn a 
large 
rent In the web, he finds himself en- 
cased in a silken shroud, deftly wov- 
en by his enemy, and in this he «wings 


helplessly. 
Then 
Madame 
Spider 
comes down her zigzag stairway an^l 
sizes up her catch; maybe gives him a 
little nipping bite, and then leaves him 
to his fate, until such times as she 
wishes to serve him up for the family 
dinner. 


There are many of these great gold- 
en spiders in thickets. 
All of 
them 
look sleek and well fed. 
There is an 
American spider which haunts 
ever- 
green trees and catches its prey by 
means of a lasso. 
The web of this 
spider is triangular in form, consist- 
ing of four longitudinal lines and a 
large number of cross fibres connect- 
ing them. 
Two corners of the trian- 
gle are attached to twigs, but the other 
corner, which terminates in a single 
thread, is held by the spider, perching 
on a neighboring twig. 
When a fly 
strikes the web the spider loosens his 
hold and the elastic threads instantly 
entangle the victim. 


If you anchor a pole in a body of 
water, leaving the pole above the sur- 
face. and put a spider upon it. he will 
exhibit a 
marvelous intelligence 
by 
his plans of escape. 
At lirst ho will 
spin a web several inches long and 
hang to one end. while he allows the 
other to float off in the wind in the 
hope tliat it will strike^some object. 
Of course, this plan proves a failure. 
He waits till the Avind shifts, perhaps, 
and then sends another silken bridge 
floating 
off in another direction. 
An- 
other failure is followed by 
several 
other similar attempts until all points 
of the compass have been tried. 
But 
neither the resources nor the reason- 
ing powers of the spider are exhaust- 
ed. 
H e climbs to the top of the pole 
and energetically goes to work to con- 
struct a silken balloon. 


He has no hot air with which to In- 
flate it, but he lias the power of mak- 
ing it buoyant. 
When 
he gets 
his 
balloon 
flnished 
he does not go off 
upon tiie mere supposition that'It will 
carry him, as men often do. but he 
fastens it to a guy rope. 
H e then gets 
into his aerial vehicle while it is fjist 
and tests it to see Avhether its dimen- 
sions are capable of bearing him away. 
He sometimes finds that he had made 
it too small, in which case he hauls it 
down, takes it all apart and constructs 
it on a larger and better plan. 
A spid- 
er has boon seen to make three diifer- 
ent balloons before he became satis- 
fied 
with his experiment. 
Then 
he 
will got in, snap his guy rope and sail 
away to land as gracefully and as su- 
premely independent of his surround- 
ings as could well bo Imagined. 


The diving bell is considered to be 
a great invention, yet long before man 
thought of his diving boil the water 
spider liad hers, in which she reared 
Iier numerous family. 
There nre sev- 
eral remarkable things about this nest. 
One of them is the m;.nner in which it 
is made. 


In that business-like manner which 
characterizes all spiders, 
she 
boidly 
plunges into the wa.er hnd walks down 
the stem of a pond weed. 
AVhon she 
has selected a suitable position for her 
silken palace she flexes a number of 
strong lines in all . directions for an- 
chorage, 
Then in the midst of these 
she constructs a beautiful web. some- 
what in the shape of a thimble, but 
not quite so large. 
It is full of water, 
and therefore not like a diving bell. 
H o w is the water to be got out and 
replaced with air? 


The true explanation is 'wonderful. 
She carries the whole of the air re- 
quired from the surface. 
Her 
body 
and legs are covered 
with 
grayish 
Lair; she plunges quickly into the wa- 
ter. 
The movement is so rapid that 
the air has not time to escape from 
her hairy coat, and she goes 
down 
surrounded by globules of hair. 
When 
across the threshold of her own home 
she carefully dislodges this air by rub- 
bing herself with her legs. 
The liber- 
ated bubbles immediately rise to the 
roof of her house and there i-emaln. 
In this way she at length 
fills 
the 
whole bell and takes up her position 
in it, always head downward. 
Here 
she passes the winter, keeping snug 
and 
quiet until 
the warm 
days 
of 
spring invite her to the surface 
in 
quest of files and other small insects.

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rWill Battleships 


Be Obsolete? 


What Will Happen When The Submarine 


is in General Service, 
By Morgan Hob^rtson. 


F battleships cease to exist, forts to repel them will be worth- 
less. 
Thoy are nearly as expensive ajs battleships and mucU 
more effective. 
Then, If transports have no battleships to 
oppose 
them, 
they 
need 
have 
no 
battleships 
to 
protect them; and, as for a base 
for scouts and 
torpedo 
boats, all they need is coal and an admiral to report to. 
An 
improved destroyer may carry an admiral, not In such com- 
fort as does the big and roomy battleship, but faster. 
And, 
with the additional speed available, coaling stations may bo 
farther apart 
without hindrance to fleet 
operations, and 
blockades, the only practical method of naval offence, may be maintained 
farther at sea, safe from the fire of forts and the attacks of submarines. 


As for the future value of conveying transports, what will be the use of 
«ending soldiers across the sea to certain death within a short distance of 
land? 
With twenty submarines in place of each coast defense-ship, with a 
''mother ship" to supply food, water and supplies for every five of these duck- 
lings. and with one fast surface craft for a scout, what transport that 
slip by the one battleship, could hope to land her soldiers? 
And what Invad- 
ing warcraft. slower than the scout,cou Id catch her, or destroy her except by 
surprise; which it Is ascout's business to prevent? 
Transports, to be success- 
ful, will need to be fastfer than the scouts that will report them; and, since 
this is physically Impossible. Invasion by sea will come to an end. 
It is safe 
to say that. If Russia, at the beginning of the war had expended upon subma- 
rines the cost of two of her bottled-up battleships, not a Japanese regiment 
could have landed on Korea and remained a regiment. 
With cheap subma- 
irlnes of fifty miles of submergence, and four 
hundred of surface action at- 
tached to every seaport, no transport or slow-going battleship would dare ap- 
proach an enemy's coast. 


The battleship, with Its seven or eight hundred men to die when disaster 
comes. Is an expensive investment. 
Those who advocate its continuance do 
not advocate its development. 
No one argues for the buildings of battleships 
twice as long and broad and deep as those that now exist, with twice the thick- 
ness of armor and weight of guns. 
Yet, if the big battleship be not developed 
still further, it will cease to exist. 
For a time, its work can be done by the 
armored cruiser; then, as the speed and vision of the submarine is Increased 
and perfected, by the fast protected cruiser and faster destroyer; and if the 
speed and vision of this deadly, unseen enemy that strikes out of the unknown 
in time and place finally enccmii)asses the destroyer, these, too must give 
way as is probable, and adopt the submarine features of their vanquishers, 
and become submergible surface b^ats.—World's Worlw

NY exposition of the A'bierican doctrine of non-intervention 
would be incomplete that failed specially to notice the rule

of the United States with regard to the recognition of new

governments—a rule which is indeed a corollary of that doc- 
I 
trine. 
In Europe, governments had been treated as legiti- 
V 
W I 
or illegitimate, according to what was conceived to be 


the regularity or the irregularity of the succession of their 
rulers. 
The attitude of the United States on this question 
was early defined when the National Convention in France 
proclaimed a republic. On that occasion Jefferson, as secretary of state, in a 
letter to Gouveneur Morris, of March 12, 1793. which has become a classic, 
said: "We surely cannot deny to any nation that right whereon our own gov- 
ernment is founded, that every due may govern itself according to whatever 
form it pleases, and change these forms at its own will; and that It may trans- 
act Its buslne^ with foreign nations through whatever organ it thinks proper, 
whether king, convention, assembly, committee, presi&ent, or anything else it 
may choose. 
The will of the nation is the only thing essential to be regarded." 
In a word, the United Stages maintained that the true test of a government's 
title to recognition is npt theoretical legitimacy of its own origin, but the fact 
of Its existence as the'apparent exponent of the popular will. And from this 
principle, which is now universally accepted, it necessarily follows that recog- 
nition can properly be accorded only when the new government has demon- 
strated its ability to exist. 
Recognition extended at an earlier stage of the 
revolution savors of an act of Intervention, and as such must be defended on 
Its merits, as Is clearly set forth In President Roosevelt's message of January 
4, 1904, in relation to the recognition of the Republic of Panama.—Harper's 
Magazind,

rork production should form an im- 
portant 
industry 
upon 
our 
Maine 
farms. It can be made proht.ible, not 
only in connection with the dairy, but 
as a leading feature oi; the farm work. 
I have no sympathy with the system 
of keeping swine as it is conducted 
upon some farms. The hog is entitled 
to a good, comfortable, clean hom^^. 
Ho is never at his best in any otber 
place. 
AVhen ho is kept, simply to 
work over the manure of other ani- 
mals, he is not in-his proper place. 
I 
would never keep hogs on tbe manure 
pile; keep the manure from heating in 
some other way and give tho hog a 
home so arranged that he can have 
opportunity to exercise his natural in- 
stinct of cleanliness. 
lie will thon 
be at his best and will make the most 
possible growth out of every pound of 
food consumed, and at tho same time 
will produce a product in pork that 
cannot be excelled. 
A roomy, li^ht 
and warm place in winter and a pas- 
ture Avith movable sheds for summer 
make the 
best 
possible 
places for 
carrying the hog through 
tho year. 
If the pasture is not available, tho pen 
can be used instead, but,by all means 
avoid tho filth and stench of the ma- 
nure pile. 
Tho matter of breed is of 
secondary importance, unless tho rais- 
ing of pigs for sale is to be made a 
feature of the business. 
If it is, tlio 
breed selected should be the one best 
adapted to the locality and with which 
the buyers arc most familiar. 
I think 
the Chester as 
bred in 
Maine will 
pleaso a larger proportion of buyers 
than any other, 
and 
hogs 
of 
that 
breed, either *puro or grade, respo.id 
readily to feed and are easily nnui- 
aged. 
The hog is naturally a grazing 
animal. I have observed that when at 
pasture they fed as many Jiours a day 
as did our cows. 
The pasture, the 
gi'ocn crop, with roots, and coi'n to iin- 
ish tlie fattening, afford tho ciieapest 
sources for pork production, nad if 
iliey can be used in connection with 
tlje wastes from the dairy, tho results 
will be still moro satisfactory. 
We 
have never figured tho eiaot co:t of 
pork as produced at tho Pines, but 
careful accounts have shown that our 
Kkim milk fed to pigs, the pigs fat- 
tened and put upon the'market when 
they dress 200 pounds, wil* not net ur> 
two and one-ljalf cents per quart; this 
when the pigs were in pasture.
